Court Martial Charges 
Hinted for Some POWs 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Ameri­ 
can prisoners of war in North 
Vietnam were strong on disci­ 
pline but disagreed, sometimes 
violently, on the conduct of the 
Vietnam War. The New York 
Times reported Friday. 
In 
a dispatch 
datelined 
Washington the newspaper also 
said some U.S. prisoners were 
mistreated to force them to 
make antiwar broadcasts and 
statements. Some POWs freely 
cooperated with the enemy 
during their imprisonment, the 
Times report said. 
The newspaper said that 
some returning senior military 
officers have expressed a 
desire to bring court-martial 
charges against at least two 
former prisoners they feel 
cooperated too readily with the 
North Vietnamese. 
Quoting Pentagon, military 
and other sources, the Times 
said there was a wide diversity 
of opinion about the war among 
the POWs and that occasional 
fist fights broke out. One pilot 
reportedly pulled a knife on 


another prisoner during an 
argument. 
Those who chose to cooperate 
with the North Vietnamese 
were dubbed “house radicals” 
and 
were separated 
from 
prisoners who had been cap­ 
tured the longest and were 
housed with men captured 
more recently. 
At least one officer defied the 
North Vietnamese and was 
bound hand and foot and strung 
up from a rafter for refusing to 
answer questions. Two hours 
later he reportedly cooperated 
with his captors. 
Some of those who later 
became widely admired as 
hard-liners, such as Col, Robin­ 
son Risne and Li. Cmdr. John 
S. McCain III, made antiwar 
statements after 
reportedly 
being subjected 
to 
brutal 
questioning, the Times said. 
One officer said that most of 
the POWs want this to come 
out eventually but don’t want to 
do anything now that might 
jeopardize prisoners still being 
held. 


Some returing prisoners re­ 
ported. that treatment at POW 
camps was harsh during the 
early years of captivity with 
isolation and poor food com­ 
monplace, the Times report 
said.The treatment of POWs by 
the North Vietnamese changed 
abruptly for the better in 
October, 1969, one officer told 
the Times. Conditions were 
eased, food improved, the men 
were allowed to live in groups 
of .26 and there was more 
opportunity for exercise and 
recreation.

Peace in Middle East 
Focus of Nixon Talks 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
President Nixon conferred with 
Egyptian emissary Mohammed 
Hafez Ismail for more than an 
hour Friday, and assured him 
that “our major goal is to move 
off dead center” toward peace 
in the Middle East. 
The President, who will meet 
Israeli Prime Minister Golda 
Meir at the White House next 
Thursday, indicated in brief 
welcoming remarks to Ismail 
that he had no new initiatives 
to offer in the Arab-Israeli 
political deadlock. 
While “instant peace is a 
dream,” Nixon said, “perma­ 
nent peace, as we know, can 
never be assumed because 
people, even friends, always 
have differences.” But he said 
progress toward a settlement 
was “the great desire of our 
administration, especially in its 
second term...” 
“In this very troubled and 
explosive area of the world, our 
major goal is to move off dead 
center,” Nixon said. “That’s 
why we are happy to talk to 
you. We don’t know what will 
come out of ft. We will have 
frank discussions.” 
Ismail, 
who

national 
security adviser to President 
An wax Sadat and the highest- 
ranking Egyptian offical to 
visit Washington since the six- 
day war of 1967, conveyed 
Sadat’s “best regards” and 
handed Nixon a large envelope 
containing a personal message 
from the Egyptian president. 
After their meeting of a little 
more than an hour, while 
Ismail had lunch with Secre­ 
tary of State William P. 
Rogers, White House press 
secretary Ronald Ziegler said 
the meeting “will help to 
dxscem how a basis for peace 
might be developed. We think 
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the way to help is to establish a 
negotiating process.” 
Ismail, who previously had 
visited Moscow and London, 
was reported to be seeking to 
convince the United States that 
the only hope of breaking the 
Middle East stalemate was for 
Washington to exert pressure 
on Israel by withholding mili­ 
tary equipment. 
Ismail has steadfastly refused 
Egyptian demands for a com­ 
mitment to an eventual total 
withdrawal from Arab territory 
it seized in the 1967 war. 
Rogers has proposed an “in­ 
terim settlement” based on a 
partial Israeli withdrawal into 
the Sinai peninsula to permit 
reopening of the Suez Canal. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Star

Food and Drug Administration 
announced Friday. 
Initial reports of outbreaks of 
the illness came Thursday from 
Ellsworth, Wis.;

FDA said the 
tuna was 
d i s t r i b u t e d to warehouses 
throughout the country and 
there was no immediate way of 
knowing how much of it is 
stocked on store shelves. 
The cans are 
6% ounce 
containers of Star Kist Chunk 
Light Tuna, and may be 
identified by numbers stamped 
on the cans. On the top line is 
the letter “G,” and the last 
digits on the bottom line are 
either. “D 419” or “D 417.” 
There are other numbers but 
only those mentioned are 
involved in the recall, the FDA 
said. Persons who have bought 
cans of tuna bearing those 
numbers should return them to 
the store where they were 
purchased, it said.

Libyan Pilot Confused, 
Flight Recorder Shows 


By United Press International 
The Israeli military com­ 
mand reported the recovery 
Friday of the “black box” in­ 
flight recorder of the Libyan 
airliner that was downed over 
the Sinai desert and said it 
indicated the Boeing 727 was 
lost and its pilot thought the 
jets ordering them to land were 
Egyptian MIGs. 
T h e announcement cor­ 
roborated Egyptian accounts of 
the1 incident. 
Israeli military headquarters 
said the “black box” was 
retrieved during “meticulous 
searches” at the site of the 
crash Friday afternoon. 
“From the partial decoding 
that has been done up to now it 
may be assumed that the 
plane’s crew apparently erred 
completely in its orientation,” 
said the announcement. “The 
crew apparently thought the 
plane was flying in Egyptian 
skies. 
“When the Israeli planes 
appeared, the pilot thought that 
those were Egyptian MIGs 
circling around his plane.” 
The announcement further 
said the governments of the 
United States. France and 
Britain and the International 
Air Pilote Association had been 
informed of the development. 
The announcement of the 
discovery of the “black box’ 
followed the transfer to Egypt 
of 100 of the 106 victims of the 
crash. 
' Six other bodies of non- 
Moslems, i n c l u d i n g three 
French crewmen of the Libyan 
plane, a naturalized American 
and two unidentified bodies o« 


which Israel gave no 'details, 
remained in Israel awaiting 
instructions from next of kin. 
The three Frenchmen and 
one American were scheduled 
to be shipped to Egypt, but 
were not after the French and 
U.S. governments said they 
wanted to ship the bodies from 
Israel and did not want them 
to go to Egypt.

Young Vandals 


Thought Exposed 
To Cancer Germs 
ST. 
PETERSBURG, 
Fla. 
(AP) — Vandals, possibly 
young children, who broke into 
a laboratory specializing in 
cancer research may have un­ 
knowingly exposed themselves 
to virulent disease-inducing or­ 
ganisms, police said Friday. 
Police said they believed chil­ 
dren about 10 to 12 years old 
were responsible for ransacking 
eight Life Sciences laboratories 
Wednesday night. 
A wide variety of disease-in­ 
ducing organisms, including a 
cancer virus strain, are used 
by Life Sciences researchers in 
a National Cancer Institute- 
sponsored “special virus cancer 
program” and to study anti­ 
virus drugs. Under controlled 
laboratory conditions they are 
harmless, according to Dr. 
Vince Group®, president of the 
company. 
“There’s a good possibility 
these kids came in contact with 
some of these organisms,” a 
police spokesman said. 
“There was evidence at the 
scene to indicate to us that the 
destruction was caused by juve­ 
niles,” the spokesman added. 
But he refused to elaborate, 
saying the case was under in­ 
vestigation. 
Groupe refused to talk with 
newsmen Friday to explain 
wha organisms were kept in 
the eight laboratories ran­ 
sacked, or the possible con­ 
sequences of contact with them. 
However, on Thursday after 
learning of the break-in Groupe 
said: “There’s a real concern 
. .. those people might be ex­ 
posed to some really virulent 
disease • inducing organisms. 
Those youngsters can get aw­ 
fully sick.” 
He said the building was en­ 
tered through a window. “Then 
they went on a spree, just 
smashing things.” The library 
was “torn apart,” he said, and 
dyes used to stain cultures 
were spilled all over and 
stamped into the carpets, chair 
cushions and other materials. 
“I bet these kids have purple 
and green shoes and multico­ 
lored clothes,” Groupe added.

Loneliness

Rupert Brooke, the English poet, was 
one day sailing from Liverpool for New 
York. 
He noticed that everyone had 
friends there to wave farewell. But the 
poet had no friends at the dock and was 
overwhelmed with a feeling of loneliness. 
Then he noticed a ragged little boy 
standing; alone on the quay. 
Brooke 
hurried down to speak to the lad in 
friendly fashion in the few minutes left 
before sailing. And when the ship sailed, 
Brooke was greatly cheered with the 
sight of his new-found friend waving to 
him with a dirty handkerchief—waving 
away the poet’s loneliness. 
There are times when every m an’s 
life is invaded by loneliness. Many peo­ 
ple live alone and like it, but most of 
them live alone and look it. There is the 
loneliness of the desert and m ountain 
and desolate places, but the most depress­ 
ing solitude is the loneliness of the crowd'. 
City life generally m eans m. ill ions of 
people being lonely together. In the city 
you can pass thousands of faces like a 
gallery of pictures. 
But a crowd is not 
company, and there is more lonliness at 
the crossroads 
today 
than 
our fore­ 
fathers ever felt on the frontier. 
People get lost easily in crowds and 
impersonal social structures. But a sure 


cure for loneliness is to m ake friends. No 
man can be lonely while he has one friend. 
And the best way to m ake friends is to 
be one.

cure for 
loneliness is to 
respond to another m an’s need. An ap­ 
peal for help will lift us out of our lowest 
mood. R obert Louis Stevenson said, “So 
long as we are needed by others, we are 
indispensable.”

Of interest to everyone from, seaside 
resorts to the fishing industry is the re ­ 
port that the Atlantic Ocean the length 
of the United States is fouled with oil 
and plastic residue to a greater extent 
than previously imagined.

Administration 
used 
three 
ships

summer to cruise the Atlantic taking 
samples of young fish and their food. 
“ More than half’’ the sam ples taken from 
surface waters were found to be oil-con­ 
tam inated. 


In addition, bits of polystyrene plastic 
were found in widely scattered parts of

the ocean as well. 'This plastic is the type 
widely used for packaging and insulat­ 
ing m aterials. No explanation was offer­ 
ed as to why it should be found in the 
ocean. 
The oil, sometimes so thick it fouled 
NOAA nets, is believed to have been 
jettisoned from tankers at sea. Whatever 
the source of these indigestible pollut­ 
ants, they pose a danger to the food chain 
of the sea. 
F urther research is required to dis­ 
cover w hat damage they already have 
caused, but more im portant is curtail­ 
ing the source before fouling of the oceans 
becomes, m ore extensive.

Postal 
rates are not the only source 
of difficulty for the publica­ 
tions, but they are a, heavy 
contributing cause. 
The concept that all classes 
of mail should “pay their way” 
— no matter how high the cost 
or how serious the consequences 
— is a relatively new one for 
the nation’s postal system. It 
is in direct conflict with the 
purposes which brought about 
the founding of the Post Office, 
which were to encourage the 
exchange of information among 
the citizens of the Republic. 
One can. only imagine what 
Thomas Paine, himsell a pro­ 
lific pamphleteer, would have 
to say about the current state 
of the public’s mail delivery 
system.

'Government Moves Slowly' 
Years of Planning Needed 
Before Flood Work Starts 


Flood control work on the 
Schuylkill River won’t begin at 
least until 1976, The Mercury 
learned Friday. 
“The 
federal 
government 
moves very slowly,” explained 
Carl Enson, chief basin planner 
for the Philadelphia region of 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 
“We’ve made our recom­ 
mendations, but they have to 
be approved by authorities in 
the corps, Congress and the 
President before they can be 
implemented.'* 
Enson said the engineers gave 
the study top priority and 
completed it quickly in hopes 
it can be approved and put into 
action by 1976. 
“That's the date we’re aiming 
at and we still hope we can 
reach it." 
Any plan for flood control in 
the Schuylkill River would have 
to include environmental con­ 
siderations and Enson said the 
engineers worked closely with 
t he P e n n s y 1 v a n i a En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency. 
Even after Congress approves 
the plan, it could be challenged 
by the EPA but we tried to 
weigh all the environmental 
factors and select the best 
course of action,” Enson said. 
“Of course, when we 'dredge 
the bottom of the river, for 
example, it's going to adversely 
affect the environment by up­ 
setting the ecological balance on 
the bottom of the river. But. 
when we weigh the alternatives, 
we have no other choice. 
“I think the EPA is satisfied 
that we are doing the best we 
can to protect the environment 
while providing flood control.

Few Believe W eather Affects U leers 


Some persons suffering from 
llcers blame it on weather 
?xt remes when their condition 
worsens. 
Doctors, however, say there 
s nothing to this theory and 
>ne local physician said if an 
ilcer acts up during a sudden 
:old spell, it is purely coin- 
ádental. 
Dr. Stephen Levin, a Potts- 
own general practitioner, said 
ie doesn’t think ulcer sufferers 
ire affected by the weather and 
bat sudden weather changes 
ire not the cause for ulcers 
icting up. 
“I don’t see this happening 
n my practice any more now 
ban during the warmer months 
vhen the weather is better,” 
ie said. “It’s the general 
: en d it i o n s of living that 
jroduces ulcers.” 
“Arthritis on the other hand 
$ a good barometer. I don t 
mow why and probably no one 
ran . give the answer but ar- 
hritis does act up with weather 
rhanges.” 
Levin said there is no 
question that a person with 
urthritis is affected by cold 
lamp weather which makes the 
iond.i'11,00' worse. “But ulcere are 
ome thing else." 
“Maybe worrying about the 
leating bills in the cold weather 
s responsible for ulcers acing 
ip," he said, adding that 
whenever a person is under 
¡tress or constantly worrying it 
makes the ulcere, worse. 
Dr. Edwin Andersen, a local 
Internist, said he has heard of 
ilcer pain increasing with 


changes in season in the spring 
and fall but not during the 
winter. 
' According to Andersen, there 
are books written on the sub­ 
ject. “But I don’t think there 
is. any statistical proof.” 
“A professor at the University 
of Kansas has 'written a book 
on the effects of weather on 
disease but I don’t think it was 
taken too seriously," Andersen 
said. “It’s one of those things 
that never gained too much 
popularity.”

Dr. Marshall Sager, a Potts­ 
town general practitioner, said 
it is possible weather changes 
cause patient’s ulcers, to flare 
up. but there is no proof. 
“Why this is happening is not 
really known except that ulcers 
are a function of anxiety, worry 
and tensión and can relate to 
changing seasons. 
‘Reflecting a change in habits 
of an individual in adjusting to 
different seasons 
could be 
responsible for ulcer flare ups,” 
he concluded.

“In the latter case, the 
project can go through special 
authority and be approved by 
a vote of the Public Works 
Committee of the House and 
Senate.” 
But if the project is tied in 
with the river and harbor bill, 
Enson said, it would be' delayed 
until 1974. The reason, is that 
many 
similar 
public 
im­ 
provement projects are all 
lumped together into one bill 
which is passed every two 
yeans. 


“The last river and harbor 
bill was passed in 1972,” he 
recalled, “so most likely the 
next one won’t -be passed until, 
1974. We’re hoping Congress will 
take the other route with the 
project and 'pass it, in the Public 
Works Committee. 
“ Th e first congressional 
authorization probably will 'be 
for an advanced engineering 
and design, plan,” the corpeman 
continued. “That's when the 
corps will work out specific 
plans for the contractor. Then 
the advanced study will have 
to go through the New York 
and Washington offices of the 
corps before being re-submitted 
to 'Congress,” 
Enson 
said 
there is 
a 
possibility that Congress might 
approve the study and authorize 
the project at the same time. 
“But Congress usually wants an 
advanced plan first.” 
Once both stages of the 
project 
are 
approved 
by 
Congress, it wilt undergo study 
by the President’s office of 
Management and Budget. “If 
the office approves it, the 
President, most likely will sign 
the bill and work can proceed. 
“But the project can be 
'delayed or killed at any step 


along the way," Enson pointed 
out.The Pottstown project will be 
submitted to Congress together 
with projects at Stony Creek, 
Norristown; Hay Creek, Bird- 
sboro, and .in, Schuylkill Haven. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
corps is 
preparing 
a 
comprehensive 
study of 'the Schuylkill River 
regarding improvements for 
flood control, water supply and 
recreation. 
“Once the Pottstown project 
is approved by Congress and 
the 
President, 
construction 
could be completed within a 
year,” Enson added. 
The corps proposes to remove 
sediment bars, snags and brush, 
straighten bends and widen and 
deepen channels. 
The largest channel would be 
made in the river from the 
Route 100 Bypass to the borough 
line at the east end of Potts­ 
town. 275 feet wide. 
Making the' channel would 
require the partial removal of 
five islands in the vicinity of 
Mayer Pollock Steel., 
The corps also plans to build 
a “rip rap” or stone wall from 
the bottom, of the channel to 
the surface level of the channel 
on both sides of its length.

Devaluation of Dollar 


Boosts Silver Pr I CZ c# s 


The price of silver began 
fluctuating during the past two 
months as rumors of a possible 
devaluation of the American 
dollar spread through Wall 
Street. 
The devaluation of the 'dollar 
came during mid-February and 
during the next several days the 
price of silver reached its 
highest level in more than four 
years. 
In fact area coin dealers were 
paying 50 per cent over the face 
value on silver. 
Robert 
Gerber, who 
has 
operated a coin stand at Zero’s 
Market. Gilbcrtsville the past 14 
years, said both the price of 
silver and gold on the 'Com­ 
modity market are high and 
this definitely is because of the 
devaluation of the dollar. 
“Now that the dollar has been 
devalued by 10 per cent, the 
price of silver and gold should 
stabilize itself,” he said. “This 
is nothing new and; has hap-' 
pened before, but it is the 
highest silver has been since 
1968” 
Gerber explained that the 
price of silver is determined on 
the commodity market on the 
New York Stock Exchange — 
it’s the price of silver on the 
c o m m o d i t y market that 
determines what the price of 
He said this .is good for the 
coin collector and since a 
majority of most coin collec­ 
tions is silver then the value 
of the collection will increase 
and the numismatist will, get 


a good return on his investment. 
“It’s like the stock market,, 
you buy low and sit on it a 
while hoping the value increases 
and you can sell for a profit,” 
he said. “Often times the value 
may decrease and the investor 
takes a loss or waits for the 
market to rise again.” 
Gerber, a member of the 
Pottstown Coin Club and past 
president of the organization, 
added no one can predict any 
market rising and falling and 
this makes coin collecting an 
interesting hobby. 
Patrick D. Henry, who has 
operated a coin shop at Zero’s 
Auction for nine years, also was 
paying 59 per cent above the 
face value on all silver during 
the past week. 
Henry said that now silver 
has dropped off about 2 per cent 
and dealers are expected to pay 
between 45 and 49 per cent in 
excess of the face value this 
weekend. 
“Another reason for the price 
of silver being so expensive now 
is because of the high cost of 
mining, both with labor and 
equipment. 
“Years ago people more 
prone worked in the mines but 
today the younger labor1 force 
is not so anxious to go into 
the mines. 
Henry said dealers are very 
anxioups to buy collections. “But 
the demand exceeds the supply 
which is another reason for 
higher silver prices.” 


When he first started as a 
full-time driver in 1949, he 
worked 12-hour shifts,, alter­ 
nating with another man.

emergency, even in the tallest 
buildings,” he said.

Price of Gold 
Drops Slightly 
In Mini Crisis 


LONDON (UPI) - 
A frantic 
wave of gold, buying and dollar 
selling sparked a. mini monetary

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By M ELVIN DU RSI AG 
LAS' VEGAS — During the cream 
years of 
Maury Wills, many athletes envied his job. He was 
an. artist,, they conceded, but all he had to run was 
90 feet at a time. 
The football, runner requires .good legs, but uses 
them with intensity only 20 times in 2Vi hours. 
The golfer is nothing more than a stroller whose 
legwork is ludicrous compared to that of 'the man who 
plays basketball, tennis or soccer. 
But no one in professional sports lives by his legs 
the way the fighter does... If you practice the science 
of pugilism with, any measure of skill, you. come to get 
paranoid about your legs, wondering all the time 
whether they are betraying: you. When, they do this 
to a boxer, he has something more to lose than, his 
match, He can lose his looks. 
PERSON AL QUESTION 
Thus, Muhammad AM, who probably has the best 
set of legs in. .all the years of heavyweight boxing, 
always asks himself how well he is moving. 
If it isn’t to his satisfaction, he grows despondent, 
and he resolves to broaden his time on the road and 
step 'tip the pace in the gym. 
For all his unorthodoxy, All is a very determined 
athlete. He knows the requirements for winning. He 
hasn’t advanced this far by accident. 
Detached from boxing for 43 months, he returned 
in. late 19701 for two bouts before engaging Joe Frazier. 
Clearly, the legs had deteriorated. 
By the sixth 
round, he was laboring to float, and he took a. plaster­ 
ing. But he understood the problem, and he since has 
worked extremely hard, to restore the mobility he 
feels he needs. 
Matched the other night against a .20-1 shot named 
Joe Bugner, Ali found himself against a. ,22-year-old 
whose legs were almost as good as his. 
The other things Bugner did. weren’t as good, but, 
in superb physical condition, he moved often enough, 
and effectively enough to make a most respectable 
fight, 
In an age in which, the big men in basketball and 
football never have been more nimble, heavyweight 
'boxers have lagged in. the way of speed. 
Their con­ 
cept of the art has been a clout to' the head. 
So when you. saw Bugner, at 6 feet 4 and 21.9, and 
Ali, at 6-3 and 217, moving like the guys you. admire at 
147, you appreciated the fight on the ground there is 
something more to a heavyweight bout than a bash on, 
the chin. 
, 
,4 
Muhammad wasn’t in trouble, but it was his most 
interesting adventure since fighting Frazier, because 
a demand was made of his legs for 12 rounds. 
A boxer of 31 isn’t like a quarterback, mainly 
because he doesn’t have six blockers and. doesn’t get 
to sit down when 'the other side goes on defense. He 
feels his age when he watches the legs of a kid 22.. 
George Foreman is 24. His firepower is 1.0 times 
that of Joe Bugner, but he doesn’t move the way Joe 
does. 
So now you are left to envision, what happens 
when 
Muhammad fights 
George, assuming this 
evefl.tua.lly transpires. 
Will Foreman, essentially a counter-puncher, put 
the boff on him, or will George search for Ali all 
evening, wondering what precinct he is in.? 
Muhammad is the best defensive heavyweight I 
ever have beheld. He fastens his eyes on the other 
man's hands and he reacts with blistering speed. 
Bugner hit him a number of times, making you, 
pause to wonder what the story would have been if 
those' punches bad been, delivered by Foreman. But 
then. Foreman is neither as swift as-Joe with his legs 
or his hands, 
Caste conscious, picturing himself as the earth’s 
most formidable black athlete today, Muhammad will 
not solicit Foreman for a fight, especially since 
George Is Establishment. 
IN ITIA L MOVE 
Ali makes it clear that if Foreman wishes to meet 
His Highness, George will have to make the first 
gesture.

It is noticeably easier for a white to get a fight 
with Ali than a prominent black. Despising the self- 
appointment of Muhammad as Black King, Frazier 
resolved to make him suffer before giving him. a 
.return match. 
Ali will admit readily that Joe bears an intense 
hatred of him. 
It goes to show the futility of revenge. Determin­ 
ed, to torture Muhammad, Frazier blew 
the biggest 
single package in the history of athletics. 
The explanation is clear. Allah punished him.

You know there 
were three Rover boys and 
Tom was the fun-loving Rover. 
“I 'don’t think the kids are 
having fun, frankly. I see them 
straining and plugging away. I 
don’t think the fun is in the mu­ 
sic hk«> it used to be. It used to 
be 
rampant everything was 
fun. Charlie Barnet — all those 
guys were such, a ball and had, 
humor in their playing. Gene 
Krupa, Bessie 
Smith always 
smiling — who is more fun 
than Duke — It was contagious. 
“‘Ding Dong Daddy’ is fun 
and ‘Poor Papa’ and ‘Screwy 
Music.’ Even ‘Ja Da’ is fun. 
“I play 'ukulele on the. album. 
You can hardly hear it. I play 
on ‘Ding Dong Daddy,’ ‘Ja Da’ 
and ‘Nagasaki.’ I can’t scat 
sing without playing' uke.” 
Peter Dean tried singing once 
before, when he was a band­ 
leader In 1940. “I realized 1 
wasn’t a good bandleader. I 
gave up the whole performing 
bit. Business I could handle all 
right. As far as being a musi­ 
cian, from knowing and leading 
musicians, by the captains I 
wasn’t a captain. I was a fair­ 
ly p o d personality kidi. But 


you have to be more than that 
to be a bandleader.

Gariy’s father, Richard Si­ 
mon, gave a duplicate bridge 
tournament for him as a fare­ 
well party and the Colonel In 
charge of personnel of the First 
Army suggested he be posted to 
Ft. Jay, on Governors Island in 
New York Harbor. He went 
there and spent nearly five 
years in charge of entertain­ 
ment and sports;. After that, he 
had lots of contacts in show 
business and stayed in manage 
ment. 
“ I. would say my most satis 
tying client was Buddy Weed, 
the pianist. We had a wonderful 
understanding and 
made an 
awful lot, of money .in the jingle 
business. A few years ago he 
decided to retire from the pres­ 
sure and moved to Carefree, 
Ariz. He has a trio out there. 
“I took on other people to re­ 
place him and made a living 
but it never really worked out. 
Then one day Bucky Pizzarell 
called me up. 1 had used him 
on dates. I do a lot of hiring 
musicians for studio dates and 
jingles, so I know a majority of 
the better players. Bucky I 
happened to use a great deal. 
He said he’d made a tape with 
George Barnes and he’d like 
me to hear it. I said, ‘No. How 
can you make any money with 
two .guitar players;?1 But he. 
prevailed and I was sold. It 
was such a great match with 
Bucky on seven string 
George on six. string. 
“I 
became their 
personal 
manager and got them some 
dates. At the St. Regis Hotel 
the manager wanted a vocalist,. 
It was always in the back of 
my head, ‘Some day I'll sing 
again.1 So I told him I could 
sing a little hit. It seemed to 
catch on pretty good. Then the 
boys broke up about a year 
ago. 
“I was fed up; with doing 
these 
things, building 
some­ 
thing and it falls apart. But 
sweet are the uses of adversity. 
George always liked the way 1 
sang and he said, ‘Why don’l 
we go in a studio and do a few 
things?1” & guitarists Barnes 
and Art Ryerson and Peter 
Dean made a record. 
Now he’d like to make anoth­ 
er one. He’s got some more 
songs that he remembers — 
that are fun.
